Needed for eleven years since the 
new school was built, a passageway 
connecting the Narberth elementary 
and Junior High School is now being 
completed. Before the School Board's 
meeting July 22 it is expected that 
the Powell Construction Company of 
Ardmore, who are the lowest bidders, 
will have finished the job. 

Children will be able to pass from 
one school to the other when school 
opens September 17 without getting 
wet on rainy days. The lunchroom in 
the Junior High School and the gym- 
nasium in the elementary school have 
drawn students out in the wet hereto- 
fore who now will not be inconve- 
nienced when old Jupiter Pluvius goes 
roaring.

The Lower Merion police are making every effort to guard vigil- 
antly the hundreds of homes in the township which are left unprotected 
during the annual summer exodus of residents to mountain and shore 
resorts. To enable them to do this efficiently property owners are 
asked to notify police headquarters when they leave, so that the 
policeman on the beat may be informed to keep a close watch against 
intruders. 

This is a service which is rendered at no charge or obligation to 
the householder and residents are asked to co-operate by telephoning 
Ardmore 19 or otherwise communicating with police headquarters. 

A list of hints to residents planning vacations was issued this 
week by Superintendent Charles P. Smith. "With the advent of the 
vacation season, the burglar, prowler and sneak thief is on the look- 
out for unguarded property," he said. "Whether you reside in an 
apartment or residence, here are a few points to remember when you 
leave home: 

"Every window in your house should be securely fastened with a 
good strong lock or fastener. The same thing should apply to all 
doors, and see that they are locked. 

"Don't fail to notify your mail man to hold your mail. Accumu- 
lated mail in a mail box or elsewhere is an invitation for a sneak thief. 

"Notify your newspaper carrier, your milkman, or anybody who 
may deliver articles to you not to make any deliveries until your 
return. 

"Don't pull your shades all the way down. All outward appear- 
ance of your place should be the same as if you were home. 

"Under no circumstances should valuables be left in the house. 
Your bank or a storage warehouse will take care of valuables. 

"Ask your neighbor to glance over your place occasionally, and 
see that doors and windows are not tampered with or broken. 

"Be sure to notify the police department that you are going away, 
the length of time you will be away, and whether there is supposed to 
be any one around the place during your absence. 

"The police department is at your service. Do not hesitate to 
ask for our assistance at all times. We want to protect your property. 
Help us do it."

When the smoke of battle had 
cleared away from the meeting of the 
Main Line League, held last Tuesday 
night in the Men's Club of Wayne, it 
was discovered that important changes 
had been made regarding the second 
half of the playing season and that 
despite the protests hurled hither and 
yon by the various moguls, the execu- 
tive committee stood pat on its de- 
cisions on the three protested games 
of three weeks ago. So, to settle the 
matter of the first half first, the league 
decided that Berwyn and Gladwyne 
finished in a tie for first place with 
seven wins and two losses apiece, and 
ordered the two teams to play off post- 
poned games with Paoli and Narberth, 
respectively, next Saturday afternoon. 
In case the teams are still tied at the 
end of Saturday's hostilities a Sunday 
game will be arranged later in the sea- 
son. 

In an effort to put a quietus on the 
numerous protests that have arisen, the 
executive committee passed an amend- 
ment to the by-laws giving the presi- 
dent of the league the power to decide 
all disputes, subject to appeal to the 
executive committee, a majority vote 
of which will in all cases be final.

Candidates are now being groomed 
for various Narberth borough and 
school board officers which are to be 
nominated at the primary on Septem- 
ber 20 and elected at the general elec- 
tion on November 8. Several names 
have already been mentioned in 
formally for the various berths, but 
just who will be out will not be cer- 
tain until next Thursday, the first day 
when nominating petitions may be 
circulated for these offices. 

The. post around which the biggest 
fight is expected to center will be that 
of borough tax collector — the best 
paying office. The term of Edwin P. 
Dold, appointed recently by Council 
to the vacancy created, by the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Frank Diven, will expire 
this fall. Mrs. Diven, who was the 
former Mrs. Abbie W. Nickerson, re- 
linquished the office upon removing 
from Narberth after serving somewhat 
over a year and a half of her term. 

Under the old law, the successor 
to Mrs. Diven would have served out 
the remainder of the four-year term, 
but this was changed by the revised 
borough code which the recent legis- 
lature passed. Under this the ap- 
pointee holds office only until the next 
general election at which time a can- 
didate must be elected for the remain- 
ing two years. This means that the 
candidate selected this fall will serve 
to 1930 when the office will once more 
be open for a four-year stretch. 

A borough tax assessor, two mem- 
bers of the school board and three 
Councilmen will also be up for elec- 
tion this fall. The term of Frank J. 
O'Brien, assessor, expires, and also 
the terms of Colonel I. A. Miller and 
Mrs. Grace E. Batchelor, members of 
the School Board. 

Councilmen whose terms end this 
year are E. C. Griswold, president of 
Council; William H. Fretz and Clif- 
ford Bate. Mr. Bate was appointed in 
the spring to fill the post made vacant 
by the death of A. Perry Redifer. The 
terms of all three Councilmen who 
will be selected will be for four years. 

Tri addition to these, election offi- 
cers, judge of elections, inspectors and 
assessors will be elected in. all three of 
Narberth's election districts. These 
minor . officials come up for election 
every two years.

Norway Maple Leaves Give 

Appearance of Fall 

—But No! 



PLANT LICE IS CAUSE 



Narberth of late has been experienc- 
ing a "Green Autumn." Hundreds of 
green leaves, particularly from Nor- 
way maples, have been falling and many 
residents who have observed this unusual 
spectacle have been puzzled by it. 

The -trouble is caused _by_ the. aphis— or. 
"plant sucker" These, attaching them- 
selves to the leaves, suck the sap and 
leave the leaves, although still green, 
dry and brittle-^-particularly at the stem. 
Then when a breeze comes along, down 
go the leaves, giving a curious effect to 
the otherwise summery landscape. 

The presence of these insects on the 
maples is evidenced by the sticky ma- 
terial which they excrete. This is com- 
monly known as honeydew and is* evi- 
dent this year on the surface of the 
leaves on the walks under the trees. 

So far as is known there are no sat- 
isfactory artificial control measures. The 
insects may be killed by spraying with a 
tobacco extract material, found on the 
market under various trade names. The 
proper dilution would be one part of the 
commercial product to 1000 parts of 
water. This spray is directed toward the 
underside of the leaves and must be ex- 
tremely thorough, since only insects that 
are sprayed will be killed. 

A stream pi water from a hose, if 
there is considerable pressure, is of val- 
ue as a deterrent, for the plant lice arc 
swept off the leaves to the ground, where 
they die. Clear hot weather, however, 
will do more to kill the pests than any- 
thing and a few clays of bright sunshine 
will dry up the aphids. The trees will not 
be any worse, except that they will con- 
tain fewer leaves than they should at this 
season.

As a result the commu- 
nity has a sixty-foot iron flagpole, the 
deficit on the memorial tablet was 
wiped out and $250 was given to each 
of the following: the Library, Fire 
Company, Boy Scouts and Women's 
Community Club building fund. 

Hundreds of citizens witnessed the 
flag raising, which preceded the after- 
noon ball game, A West Philadelphia 
band furnished music during the game, 
and also during the evening fireworks 
celebration. 

Approximately four thousand peo- 
ple are estimated to have attended the 
evening celebration of the Fourth on 
the Community Playground. Hun- 
dreds of cars were parked for blocks 
around the center of festivities. Prob- 
ably never in the history of the bor- 
ough has such a large crowd gathered 
on the Fourth. 

After 9.30 the fireworks were let 
loose, and soon the sky was a blaze of 
color and flickering light. Dazzling; 
star shells exploded in deafening suc- 
cession, and trailed brilliantly down- 
wards. Skyrockets and flares, Roman 
candles and spectacular set pieces, 
formed the most brilliant pyrotechnic, 
display witnessed in Narberth. Set 
pieces included a Niagara Falls,. 
American flags and a "Good Night'* 
message.

Appeals for $1 
contributions from each resident 
were mailed, but so far less than 
$400 has been collected, including 
contributions left at the Ameri- 
can Legion booth on the Com- 
munity playground Monday. 

Expenses this, year were $566. 
Last year $600 was expended and 
collected. Contributions to clear 
up the shortage of approximately 
$175 are still lacking, says J. L. 
McCrery, cashier of the Narberth 
National Bank, and treasurer of 
the Fourth Fund. 

The Civic Association gave the 
pole. The Girl Scouts gave the 
flag. Will the community be less 
generously public-spirited?
